The President’s message has much to 
say about the American policy of neutral- 
ity, and discusses the great international 
question as to what circumstances justity 
the recognition of a pew power among the 
family of nations. These may be very 
great questions of policy and lew, and 
may be handled by the Hon. Catan Cuss- 
ive with a great dea) of cleverness and 
erudition, but they may be brought down 
to a very plain, common sense view in their 
application. Every American knows what 
neutrality means when there is an out 
side fight going on. We bave 
to the doctrine’ pretty well for a 
many years, and our people generally 
approve it. So far then as the Cuban 
question affects Spain and Cuba, it is none 
of our bypginess, and nobody need tell us 
that it is, or that it is not. As to the 
question of recognizing a new power 
among? the family of nations, everybody 
knows that it involves the necessity of 
having a power to recognize. Everybody 
who has kept up with Cuban affairs knows 
that the Cubans are no better off than they 
were when they began their rebellion, and 
the President tells us the same thing. 
Whatever may be the custom of nations in 
such matters is of very little application to 
Cuba, for there is no government or power 
there to recognize. 

The tact is, we have no natural sympa- 
thy with the Cubans, and the other mat- 
ters discussed in the President's message, 
and controverted by those who oppose his 
views, have no foundation for application 
to our Cuban relations. Ina military and 
commercial view Cuba would be a valua- 
ble acquisition to us, and we want it.

The President's Sensation. 

It appears that the powwows recent 
ly beld by the Cabinet did not relate 
exclusively to the interests represented by 
Spottep Tari and Rep Cuiocp, but that 
the natives of thc Gem of the Antilles came 
in tor their share of atfention. While 
the red men are to be bowed out with some 
fifty thousand dollars’ worth of presents, 
and numerous promises of gratuities aad 
protection, the unbappy Cubans are sum- 
marily dismissed with a special message to 
Congress, wherein they are held up to the 
gaze of the world asa horde of ban iitti 
having ap utter disregard of all the usages 
of civilized warfare. It is reported that 
CALEB CusHING 1 the author of this spe- 
cial message, and that he has for some time 
been engaged in its preparation. Be this 
as it may, one thing is certain, and that is 
that the President, in thus precipitating the 
Cuban question, bas stirred up a very 
lively hornet’s nest in Congress. 

And yet the President, or rather Mr. 
OCusninec, is not far wrong in his 
statement of the facts and the law of

as near the accomplishment ot their ia- 
dependence as they were when they first 
seized as favorable an opportunity as was 
ever presented to a people who longed for 
liberty.

utes will stand the test of constitutionality 
it the question is raised im our courts. 
The general law declares that, excepting 
the ordinary housebold offices of daily ne- 
ceasity, or other work of necessity or char- 
ity, ne work or business skal] be done or 
performed on the Christian Sabbath, for 
either profit or pleasure It provides, 
bowever, that persons who are mem- 
bers of any religious society who 
observe any other day shall not 
be punished for pot 
the Christian Sabbath if they observe as 
a Sabbath one day in each seven, as pro- 
vided in the law. The city ordinances 
have the same general provisions, but are 
more especially directed against certain 
specified dealings and places of resort. 
These laws compel a religious observance 
of the Christian Sabbath, and only except 
trom their provisions those who conscien- 
tiously and reiigiously observe some other 
day, and yet the filth section of the bill of 
rights of the constitution of Kentucky de 
clares that “po buman authority ought, in 
any case whatever, to control or interfere 
with the rights of conscience.” A relig- 
ious Observance of the Christian Sabbath, 
or of any otber day of the week, is purely 
a ufatter of consciénce which our Sunday 
laws do most certainly attempt to control. 

It is well known that some of our re- 
ligious societies do not consider a devotuon 
of a part of Sunday to amusement and 
recreation as at all inconsistent with a 
religious observance of the day. Bat our 
general laws forbid any thing being done, 
save ouly works of necessity and charity, 
and ordinary household offices, for either 
profit or amusement. The public gardens 
to which the Germans resort after church 
jor amusement are open in violation of the 
Sunday laws, and notwithstanding the 
religious teachings of the frequenters of 
these gardeps may make their consciences 
perfectly easy on the score of aitending 
them, yet the police may arrest them jor 
not submitting their consciences to the 
control of human anthornty as embodied 
in the General Council. 

On the continent of Europe the Sab- 
bath is not observed with any of the puri- 
tanical strictness which the letter of our 
laws inculcates. What constitutional 
right Lave we to enforce upon our adopted 
citizens from those countries our standard 
of correct observance of the day? Many 
men m both England and America, who 
are eminent for their piety aod morality, 
are now combatting this idea of observing 
the Sabbath day with the strictness to 
which most of us have been accustomed, 
and which our laws attempt to enforce. 
Will our constitution tolerate the subjec- 
tion of the conscienees of these men’? Oar
